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DETAILED ACTION

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

8. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not in a proper format. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b).

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

9. The specification is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 because it fails to provide an adequate 
description of the invention in a manner to enable someone to make the invention, for example: 
the specification details of the components are not described. 
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Rejection Under 35 U.S.C H2 y Pro Se 



10. The claim is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



1 1 . The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Montalvo (US 
Pat. 5,485,714) in view of Osborn (US Pat. 4,085,822). Montalvo discloses a cord switch "58", 
blowers "46" and "48", a bagger encloser "12", time delay relays "70" and "80", and a relay 
socket "54". Montalvo does not disclose a bag holder. However, Osborn teaches a bag holder 
(See Fig. 1 and 2) for the purpose of supporting the bag in a vertical position during the opening 
process. In view of Osborn, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to

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have provided Montalvo's invention including a bag holder in order to support the bag in a 
vertical position allowing the airflow blowing inside the bag filling it to a fully opened position. 

Also, Montalvo does not specifically state a combination of a motion sensor with a delay 
relay. Examiner takes Official Notice of including a combination of a motion sensor with a time 
delay relay for the purpose of sensing the motion of a person approaching or leaving the bag 
station and sending a signal to the time delay relay which will turn on or off the blower 
respectively. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to have provided 
Montalvo's invention including a combination of a motion sensor with a time delay relay in 
order to sense the presence of a person near the bag station and send a signal to a time delay 
relay which will turn the blower on or off depending on the sensor's signal. 

Conclusion 

12 The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Hutchinson (US Pat. 3,673,767), Panasewicz (US Pat. 3,678,652), Sawa et al. (US 
Pat. 4,567,715), and Gabree et al. (US Pat. 5,442,898) are cited to show related inventions.
